EXPLANATIONS  AND  NOTES 


I".  MATRICULATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

1.  Time  of  Registration. 

a)  Students  in  residence  during  the  Winter  Quar- 
ter will  register  for  the  Spring  Quarter  during 
the  week  beginning  Monday,  March  2, 1903. 

b)  Students  entering  the  University  for  the  first 
time,  or  resuming  work  after  an  absence  of  a 
quarter,  will  register  for  the  Spring  Quarter  on 
or  before  Wednesday,  April  1, 1903. 

2.  Order  of  Registration.  —  The  usual  registration 
cards  will  be  tilled  with  names  of  departments  and 
numbers  of  courses  selected,  and  will  be  left  with 
the  clerk  of  the  dean  with  whom  registration  is 
effected. 

3.  Waiting  List. —  Students'  names  are  enrolled  in 
classes  only  when  tuition  has  been  paid.  In  the 
case  of  classes  for  which  there  is  a  waiting  list, 
places  will  be  reserved  for  three  days  for  those  who 
have  been  registered.  If  any  students  for  such  a 
course  have  not  paid  their  tuition  at  the  close  of 
the  third  day,  the  place  will  not  be  reserved  longer, 
but  will  be  thrown  open  to  students  upon  the  wait- 
ing list  who  have  paid  their  tuition. 

4.  Changes  in  Registration. — Registration  being  once 
effected,  change  of  the  same,  unless  caused  by  the 
University,  is  permitted  only  1)  with  the  consent  of 
the  Dean,  and  2)  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
for  each  instance  of  change.

I.  MATRICULATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

1.  Time  of  Registration. 

a)  Students  in  residence  during  the  Spring  Quar- 
ter will  register  for  the  Autumn  Quarter  during 
the  week  beginning  Monday,  June  1, 1903. 

b)  Students  entering  the  University  for  the  first 
time,  or  resuming  work  after  an  absence  of  a 
quarter,  will  register  for  the  Autumn  Quarter 
on  or  before  Thursday,  October  1, 1903. 

2.  Order  of  Registration.  —  The  usual  registration 
cards  will  be  tilled  with  names  of  departments  and 
numbers  of  courses  selected,  and  will  be  left  with 
the  clerk  of  the  dean  with  whom  registration  is 
effected. 

3.  Waiting  List. —  Students'  names  are  enrolled  in 
classes  only  when  tuition  has  been  paid.  In  the 
case  of  classes  for  which  there  is  a  waiting  list, 
places  will  be  reserved  for  three  days  for  those  who 
have  been  registered.  If  any  students  for  such  a 
course  have  not  paid  their  tuition  at  the  close  of 
the  third  day,  the  place  will  not  be  reserved  longer, 
but  will  be  thrown  open  to  students  upon  the  wait- 
ing list  who  have  paid  their  tuition.

EXPLANATIONS  AND  NOTES 


I.  MATRICULATION  AND  REGISTRATION. 

1.  Time  of  Registration. 

a)  Students  in  residence  during  the  Autumn  Quar- 
ter will  register  for  the  Winter  Quarter  during 
the  week  beginning  Monday,  December  1, 1902. 

b)  Students  entering  the  University  for  the  first 
time,  or  resuming  work  after  an  absence  of  a 
quarter,  will  register  for  the  Winter  Quarter  on 
or  before  Friday,  January  2, 1903. 

2.  Order  of  Registration.  —  The  usual  registration 
cards  will  be  tilled  with  names  of  departments  and 
numbers  of  courses  selected,  and  will  be  left  with 
the  clerk  of  the  dean  with  whom  registration  is 
effected. 

3.  Waiting  List. —  Students'  names  are  enrolled  in 
classes  only  when  tuition  has  been  paid.  In  the 
case  of  classes  for  which  there  is  a  waiting  list, 
places  will  be  reserved  for  three  days  for  those  who 
have  been  registered.  If  any  students  for  such  a 
course  have  not  paid  their  tuition  at  the  close  of 
the  third  day,  the  place  will  not  be  reserved  longer, 
but  will  be  thrown  open  to  students  upon  the  wait- 
ing list  who  have  paid  their  tuition. 

4.  Changes  in  Registration. — Registration  being  once 
effected,  change  of  the  same,  unless  caused  by  the 
University,  is  permitted  only  1)  with  the  consent  of 
the  Dean,  and  2)  on  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar 
jfor  each  instance  of  change.    (See  II,  No.  4.)

Seniors  elect  courses  in  Physical  Culture 
during  at  least  four  quarters,  and  will  in  no  case 
omit  to  register  for  a  course  in  that  department 
except  after  securing  the  written  approval  of  the 
Director  of  Physical  Culture,  and  presenting  the 
same  to  the  Dean  at  the  time  of  registration. 


7.  Military  Science  and  Tactics.  —  Students  may 
register  for  Military  Science  in  lieu  of  required 
work  in  the  Department  of  Physical  Culture.

II.  FEES. 

All  Fees  are  Payable  to  the  Registrar,  Cobb 
Lecture  Hall,  Room  A  1. 

Special  Notice. — All  tuition  and  laboratory  fees 
are  due  and  payable  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
each  quarter.  Delay  on  the  part  of  the  student  may 
be  avoided  by  sending  a  cheque  for  the  amount  due 
to  the  Registrar,  who  will  return  a  receipt  at  once. 

1.  Matriculation  Fee. — The  Matriculation  fee  is  $5.00. 

2.  Tuition  Fee. — 

a)  The  Tuition  fee  is  $40.00  (including  the  library 
and  incidental  fee,  $5.00)  for  regular  work  (3 
Majors  or  their  equivalent) ;  there  is  no  reduc- 
tion for  those  taking  only  2  Majors. 

b)  A  reduction  is  made  in  case  of  students  taking 
only  1  Major  (or  equivalent),  one  half  the  full 
tuition  fee  being  charged. 

c)  Undergraduate  (including  Unclassified)  stu- 
dents taking  more  than  3  Majors,  will  be 
charged  (in  addition  to  the  regular  tuition  fee), 
at  the  rate  of  $15.00  for  each  additional  Major. 

3.  Fee  for  Late  Registration. — An  extra  fee  of  $5.00 
will  be  charged  all  students  who  fail  to  register 

within  the  appointed  registration  periods,  as  an- 
nounced above,  or  who  fail  to  pay  all  University  bills 
before  the  close  of  the  fifth  day  of  the  quarter. 

4.  Fee  for  Change  of  Registration. — The  fee  for  a 

change  of  registration  is  one  dollar.  The  student 
in  such  case  will  present  to  the  Registrar  a  per- 
mit from  his  dean. 

5.  Laboratory  Fee. — 

a)  A  Laboratory  fee  of  $5.00  will  be  charged  for 
each  Major  course  in  Chemistry,  and  $2.50  for 
each  Major  course  in  each  of  the  Biological 
Departments  (XXII-XXVIII)  except  for  the 
courses  in  Human  Anatomy,  for  which  the  fee 
is  $5.00.  Ten  dollars  ($10.00)  is  the  maximum 
charge  for  Laboratory  wdrk  in  any  one  depart- 
ment. (M  and  DMj  courses  will  be  charged  in 
proportion.) 

b)  In  addition  to  the  regular  Laboratory  fee,  stu- 
dents will  procure  a  coupon  ticket,  entitling 
them  to  $5.00  worth  of  Laboratory  material. 
Unused  portions  will  be  redeemed. 

6.  Room  Rents,  varying  from  $14  to  $75  per  quarter, 
are  payable  not  later  than  the  fifth  day  of  each 
quarter. 
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
